The closest prior art is Pizzini et al (Clinical and Diagnostic Laboratory 
Immunology Vol 6, No. 1, January 1999, pp 20-23) of record. However, Pizzini et al 
does not teach or fairly suggest a method of testing an antibody to a fungus comprising 
detecting antigens which have not been purified by ion exchange chromatography or 
isoelectric focusing and further combing the antigen with an oxidizing agent prior to 
detection.
